iat Extremicy. The Burgomafters and fome of the 
Burghers came out and belought him to {pare them, 
becaufe they had no Concern in the Refolution 
ken by the Governour. He bid them get them in 
gen, and told them that the Town met being ina 
Condition to ftop a Royal Army, he would not anfwer 
fir what might happen. At the fame Time he gave 
O:der for Fafcines to be brougt:r, to make a Lodge- 
ment within 30 Paces of the Duch : The Regiment 
of Champagne was commanded :o openthe Trenches, 
and Orders were given for raifing the Batteries. 
The Befieged made a great Fire that Day and the 
Night following: Bur the 15:h they fent out De- 
puties to offer to capitulate. It was granted by the 
Capitulation, that the Garrifon confitting of about 
500 Men, fhould march out with their Arms and 
Baggige, and be conducted to their Army ; all o- 
ther Conditions were refus’d them. In the Place 
were found 2 Mortars, 54 Pieces of Cannon, of 
which 12 brafs ; Cloaths for the Soldiers, a 
good Number of Arms, and Magazines of Ammuy- 
niion and Provifions.

From the Camp at Gemund, Fune 24. The roth
